1389, i". of die greatest importance to 
ranobecH iilorifi ihe river in this county, es- 
p-cially at B'g Meadows, whioh instend of 
bi-CDming the garden of Nevada may be a 
desert waste. 


It is now shown by actual surveys of 


oannl'i and irrigating ditoha* at Beo»a«e 
au'l Skoshone ihit, except at its highest 
stages, till the wutors of Ihe Humboldt can 
be diverted from their natural channel at 
thofo points. 
Coruini-ncing about a mile 


ubove Beowawe, on the south bide of the 
river, there is a canal tea feet wide aud five 
fi'et dee;>. 
At Bfowawa there ia another 


0*1111! th'rty feet wide and five feet deep, 
also on the Bontli Bids. On tho nurth side 
of ths river, in Ihe vicinity o£ Beowawe, 
there is one rjiinnl ten feet wide and seven 
foet deep, aod another canal forty feet wide 
and six feet deep.
